Do not injure tbe 


hedge hog.

"Tbo mole—Ho is the destroyer of innu- 


merable insects destructive to plants. Vege- 
table substances bavo never been found in 
his Ktbiuach; bo docs fnr more good than 
harm.

Tbe mortal enemy of agriculture; Inys from 
seventy to eighty eggs.

"Birds—Every province in France loses 


millions onuuaHy through Ibe havoo made 
by insects, nud birds nre the only creatures 
capable of keeping them in check. They 
are the best friends of tbo former. Children, 
do not rob tho nests of tho birds." 


RELATION OF THE SOIL TO THE ATMOS- 


PHERE.—When Q soil is ploughed or spaded 
deep, if there its not im excess of water to 
fill tbe pores, tho friable ground will absorb 
large quantities of moisture- during cool 
uigbta and cloudy days. 
Experiments havo 


shown tbnt firo hundred pounds of good, 
fertile eoil taken from various parts of the 
world and made perfectly dry gained nine 
pounds in weight in tbe course of an hour 
by simple absorption from the atmosphere, 
and this gain varied with different qualities 
of eartb, in proportion as tboy were more 
or less productive. In testing with _ water, 
one hundred pounds of puro clay, dried, ab- 
sorbed seventy pounds of water before 
auy 


came through" BO R3 to drop. 
A similar 


weight of clay-loam took in fifty pounds; 
English chalk, forty-five po'.uids; loamy soil, 
forty pounds; calcareous sand, twenty-nine 
pounds, and dry quartz, twenty-five pounds. 
The eiperiment illustrates strikingly the 
degree of tillage or pulverization requisite 
in each ease as compared with the others. 
A young sapling planted in earth that had 
been over-dried, and receiving no other 
nourishment thereafter than that derived 
from the air, nud an occasional watering, 
more than quadrupled its weight in a twelve- 
month; while tbe earth in which it grow, 
having beau again dried and weighed,showed 
a loss of only two pounds—a fact wbicb 
proves that we are indebted almost solely to 
the atmosphere even for tho solidity o[ our 
trees. Tho same truth in n smaller scale, 
na well as on the large, is being illustrated 
every day and all around us, but tbe princi- 
ple could be much more 
effectively utilized 


in agriculture tbau it is, and that simply by 
n more thorough pulverization of tho soil. 
The decomposition of animal and vegetable 
matter keeps constantly filling tbo air with 
fertilizing gases, and perfect tillage is tbe 
first step necessary to condense these in the 
pores of the soil. 


PBOFIT IN A GOOD Sou..—A good soil rare- 


ly fails, even in a poor season, of returning 
n paying iucome for tho labor expended on 
it in the cnltivnt;.iB of any crop adapted to 
it. Tbe Prairie Fiu'mer ssys on this point : 
"The idea that tbe number of aercs in urops 
indicates the farmer's income must be aban- 
doned, and the number of bushels per acre 
muat be looked for instead. 
Thera is cer- 


tainly less profit in ploughing fifty acres, 
to raise one thousand bushels of grain, than 
in ploughing but twenty-five to grow tbo 
same amount, and trusting to good seasons 
for fair crops will not bo thought of by the 
improved farmer.
